‘‘We can assure you that the 
effect of the reduction in the con- 
tract price of bacon should not 
‘result in a-reduction in price to 
the farmers of approximately more 
than fifty cents per one hundred- 
weight, live weight basis.’’ 

As the sequel to correspondence with 
Dominion inisters concerned, ini- 
tiated by the U.F.A. immediately 
-after the new bacon contract with 
the British Government was. an- 
-heuneced some weeks ago, the above 
official expression of opinion has been 
received by Norman I. Priestley, the 
Vice-President, from the Bacon Board. 
At the same time Mr. Priestley 
has been advised that L. W. Pearsall, 


Secretary of the Bacon Board, to 
whom his correspondence on_ the 
subject had been’ submitted by 
Hon. J. G. Gardiner, Minister of 


Agriculture, will be“in Calgary shortly 
when there will be an opportunity 
for discussion of the whole situation. 
Hon. J. G. Taggart, Chairman of 
the Board, also has written to state 
that he will be in Edmonton on De- 
cember 11th, for discussion of the 
matter with livestock interests. 


On Day Agreement Announced 


Mr. Priestley wrote Ottawa in 
behalf of the U.F.A. Executive, on the 
day when the terms of the new con- 
tract were announced, November 18th. 
In a letter to Hon. J. A. MacKinnon, 
Minister of Trade and Commerce 
(of which copies were sent to Prime 
Minister King, Mr. Gardiner, and 
Mr. Taggart), he stated: 

' “rom press despatches we leafn 
that the Renailen Bacon Board Kas 
entered into agreement with the 
British Ministry of Food to sell 
Canadian bacon at a price which in- 
volves a possibility of reducing the 
price to farmers approximately $1.50 

er hundred pounds bacon weight.

agriculture in Alberta has received 
another staggering blow. Already 
the domestic market shows a drop of 
75 cents per hundred pounds for 
bacon within the past three weeks. 
The Executive of the United Farmers 
of Alberta herewith protests against a 
bargain so detrimental to the farming 
industry.

Of brick on concrete 
foundation, it is of fireproof construction, finished in white stucco, and trimmed 
in green with autumn colored maple leaves. Complete service in gasoline, 
oil, and all types of greases is here to be obtained. The station is nigeited with 
three calcometer pumps of the newest type, and handles tires, batteries and 
accessories.

NEW MEASURES AIM 
TO BRING GREATER 
EFFICIENCY IN WAR 


Prohibit Some and Restrict Other 
Exports From Non-Sterling 
Countries 


DETAILS GIVEN 


_ Need Is Great to Conserve and 


Secure Foreign Exchange 
for War Purchases

(Special to The Western Farm Leader) 
OTTAWA, Dec. 4th.—That this is 
a war of all Canadian people and a 
war of increasing sacrifices was brought 


vividly before the House of Commons 
‘ this week by the 


introduction by 
Finance Minister J. L. Llsley, of 
measures to restrict the import of 
non-essential commodities. 

The Canadian nation took a new 
hitch in its financial armor. 

: The Immediate Problem 

The immediate problem confronting 
the Finance Minister, who has to 
furnish the funds for the prosecution 
of the war, is to secure and conserve 
the foreign exchange needed for our 
purchases of war materials in the 
United States. 

No permanent change is being made 
in this country’s trade policies. Gertain 
imports are being prohibited and 
others restricted, but, as pointed out 
by the Minister, total purchases from 
the United States, because of the 
rapidly growing imports of war sup- 
plies and equipment, will be larger 
next year than ever before in our 


history. 
Prohibited List 


The following commodities cannot 
be imported from non-sterling coun- 
tries: ‘prepared cereal foods; florist 
stock and cut flowers; processed and 
canned fruits and vegetables (but 
not currants, raisins, dates, apricots 
nor grapefruit juice); preserved fish, 
oysters and crab; manufactured to- 
bacco; spirits: and wines; certain 
classes of fiction magazines and comics; 
consumers’ paper items; perfumes, 
etc.; china and_ glass; silverware; 
electrical household appliances; stoves 
etc.; bathroom fittings; automobiles; 
sporting goods and fishing tackle; 
cameras;furniture of wood or metal; 
radios; phonographs; musical instru- 
ments; luggage; all finished clothing 
or wearing apparel; silk fabrics; 
ornaments; jewellery and_ precious 
stones; toys and dolls; and various 
miscellaneous articles.” Fresh fruits 
and vegetables are not included in the 
prohibited list. ¢ 


Restricted List 


Restriction is being placed on the 
importation of unmanufactured to- 
bacco, automobiles and motor vehicles, 
other than passenger automobiles, 
hardwoods a veneers and plywood, 
raw silk and various partially manu-

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The EighteenthyAnnual Convention 
of the Alberta Wheat Pool opened 
in the Palliser:-etel at 10 a.m. on 
Tuesday, November 26th. Lew Hutch- 
inson, Chairman of the Board of Direc- 
tors, called the meeting to order. In 
his opening remarks Mr. Hutchinson 
referred to the European war and 
said, ‘All of us as individuals and as 
an organization are willing to do our 
bit in bringing ‘this terrible war to 
a right’@6nclusion.”’ 

Mr. Hutchinson mentioned an im- 
portant matter which the delegates 
must deal with, namely, the re-organi- 
zation of the Wheat Pool set-up and 
change in the constitution, and ex- 
pressed the belief that sound com- 
monsense and good judgment woulil 
lead to a just and equitable decision 
being reached. ‘ 

Mr. Hutchinson also referred to 
the absence from the convention, 
due to illness, of Ben S. Plumer, of 
Bassano, director for South Calgary. 


Convention Chairmen 


John Fowlie, of Bindloss, was elected 
chairman for the Convention sittings, 
and H. I. Montgomery, of Nanton, 
and J. A. Johansen, of Woolford, were 
elected assistant chairmen. 

The Convention decided to restrict 


attendance at the sessions to: dele- 
gates, directors, representatives of 
affiliated organizations, members : of 


the staff, and Pool members. 
Committees were selected as follows:

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' Manager’s Report 


Alberta Pool Elevagors earned a 
net surplus of $764,283.40 during the 
business year ending July 31st, 1940. 
Net operating earnings were $1,551,- 
507.06. 
$573,346.58 for depreciation, and 
$213,877.08 paid the Alberta Govern- 
ment as interest. 

This information was given to the 
Alberta Wheat Pool delegates, as- 
sembled in Annual Convention, by 
R. I. Purdy, general manager. He 
stuted that the net earnings for 
1939-40 reflect a financial improve- 
ment of approximately $300,000 as 
compared with the results 
previous year. 

Total handlings by Pool elevators 
during the year were over 45 million 
bushels. 

During the year-a new elevator was 
built at Hines Creek, and_ second 
elevators erected at Michichi, Rowley, 
Lacombe and Nobleford. : 


Capacity Greatly Increased 


In addition, 21 cribbed annexes 
were built, also balloon and loxtave 
annexes were built at some 200 points 
in order to provide additional storage 
in view of the congestion. 

The total building program has 
brought the capacity of Alberta Pool 
Elevators up to more than 25 million 
bushels, an increase of over seven 
million bushels. 

Regarding prospects for earnings in 
the current crop year, Mr. Purdy said 
the reduction in storage rates and the 
narrowed spreads on street wheat will 
result in an important decrease in

Director’s Report 

The directors’ report contained a 
review of a wide number of activities. 
The results of the pools formed under 
the Wheat Co-operative Marketing 
Act, 1939, were as follows: No. ] 
Pool, closed on May 17th, 1940, 
handled 133,052 bushels of wheat, 
the total payment being 77.5c per 
bushel, basis One Northern’ Fort 
William; Ne. 2 Pool, operated between 
May 17th and July 31st, handled 
33,657 bushels, and the total payment 
was 70.4¢ per bushel, basis One North- 
ern Fort William. 

During the year covered by the 
report, 255 Pool meetings were held 
throughout the province, the aggre- 
gate attendance being 28,922. 

The tests which have been conducted 
in Eastern Canada during the past 
five years under the auspices of the 
National Barley Committee for the 
purpose of determining the relative 
value of barley as hog feed as com- 
pared with corn and other cereals, 
were completed this year with results 
indicating that our western barley is 
equal, and in most respects, superior, 
to corn and other feed. The three 
Provincial Pools have furnished the 
barley for these tests and it is hoped 
the expenditure entailed thereby will 
come back to our growers by way of 
an increased outlet for western barley 
in Eastern Canada. 


Constitutional Amendments 


At-the last annual meeting a reso- 
lution was passed “instructing the 
board to work out a plan for a settle- 
ment of the problems arising out of 
the 1929 overpayment and to submit 
the plan to a special meeting of 
delegates if it was found necessary to 
do so in order to have it in final 
shape in sufficient time to secure the 

assage (at the next session of the 

rovincial Legislature) of the legis- 
lation necessary to implement the 
plan. Accordingly, a plan was worked 
out and presented to the delegates 
at a special meeting held early in 
February. After a four-day discussion 
the opinions of the delegates became 
synchronized on a future policy based 
on broad co-operative principles. At 
the same time the board was instructed 
to prepare and submit to the delegates 
a plan whe ~*by these principles may 
be applied. ‘!t was further agreed 
that if it was found possible to have 
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functioned, the results of its opera- 
tions have been very satisfactory. 
Earnings have flietuated froin year 
to year, depending on the numbe 
Pool elevators in operation in the 
three Provinces and the volume and 
value of .grain handled each year. 
Its operations have been conducted 
on the basis of service rather than 
profit. Notwithstanding that fact, 
and the further fact that during the 
last few years the rates on several 
classes of insurance have been re- 
duced, thereby limiting the earnings 
which otherwise would have accrued 
to it, the agency has distributed to 


the three Pooling associations over 
half a million dollars in dividends 
since its. incorporation. 


Pool Insurance Limited 


Another subsidiary of more recent 
origin is Pool Insurance Limited. 
This company was established with a 
view to still further economies by way 
of entry into the insurance field. It 
was incorporated in May, 1939, under 
“The Insurance Act’’ of the Province 
of Manitoba, with an authorized 
capital of $500,000.00, divided into 
5,000 shares of $100.00 each. Of that 
amount, 2,000 shares have been issued 
and $90,495.00 paid thereon. All the 
issued stock of Pool Insurance Limited 
is held by the three Pools in the fol- 


lowing proportions:

This new subsidiary commenced 
business on August Ist, 1939. Its 


operations over the five months period, 
August Ist to December 3lst, 1939, 
resulted in an operating surplus of 
$11,266.82, after paving all organi- 
zation expenses, reducing the book 
value of Dominion Government bonds 
by $3,000.00, setting up a general 


reserve of $5,000.00, and allowing 
Canadian Pool Agencies, Limited, 
$2,500.00 for administration. A capital 


stock dividend has been paid on the 
basis of five (5%) per cent per annum 
and the balance of the surplus has 
been distributed to the three Pools, 
based on the amount of business 
contributed by each organization. De- 
tails of dividends paid are as follows:

In order to effect economies in the 
servicing of their insurance require- 
ments, the three Provincial Pools on 
June 30th, 1928, established a broker- 
age company under the _ corporate 
name of Canadian Pool Agengies, 
Limited, with a capital of $20,000.00, 
all of which was subscribed and paid 
by the Provincial Pools in the follow- 
ing proportions:

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KEY TO FARMERS’ FUTURE 

In a‘broadeast over the C.B.C. net- 
work last week, George G. Coote made 
it abundantly clear that victory is 
the first and vital interest of the 
farmers of Western Canada. 

It is, of course, the first interest of 
all the peoples of the democracies, 
and vital to the realization of any 
future tolerable world. But it, is in 
an especial sense vital to the agri- 
. cultural people of Western Canada. 

As Mr. Coote pointed out, the posi- 
tion of the Western farmer, serious 
as it is today, would become desperate 
were the Nazis to win the war. The 
West would be economically ruined, 
since export trade in agricultural prod- 
ucts would ‘dwindle to a mere trickle. 
.. .-Our freedom. and the standard 
of living to which we are accustomed 
would be gone. Stern and constrictive 
regulation would supplant our present 
freedom, and crippling taxation im- 
poverish the people.” 

The lowerirg of the Western farmers’ 
standard of living in recent years has 
been due mainly to the growth in 
Europe of so-called ‘‘economic nation- 
alism’’—one aspect of which was the 
rigid curtailment of agricultural im- 
ports from abroad in order to build 
up a self-contained economy adapted 
to the needs of the coming war. 

The defeat of Nazi barbarism, and 
the creation, in a new Europe, of an 
economy based upon neighborly asso- 
ciation between the nations—perhaps 
of a European Federation, perhaps 
even the building of a world Federa- 
tion—will provide the atmosphere on 
which again trade between the peoples 
will become possible. 

In such an outcome lies the hope 
of the farmer of Western Canada.

The Canadian Association for Adult 
Edueation and the Canadian Institute 
of International Affairs have done a 
national service by preparing a twenty- 
three page pamphlet entitled ‘‘Con- 
federation Marches On’’, in which the 
main recommendations of the Com- 
mission are summarized. It is. an 
ideal introduction to the study of a 
subject which is likely to loom more 
and more in the public eye during 
the next few months. After studying 
it, some of our readers will no doubt 
be tempted to go further and obtain 
sections of the report itself in which 
they may be especially interested. 

“Confederation Marches On’ con- 
cludes with these words: | 

“The fight against external aggres- 
sion and the fight against internal 


obsolescence and decay are part of 


the same fight—the fight for democ- 
racy and all its positive, enduring 
values. Have we the courage to make 
necessary improvements in our system, 
when the need is apparent and the 
method is placed ready to our hands? 
Have we the necessary vision? Have 
we strong and dynamic leadership to 
point the way? Have we understand- 
ing among the people of all Provinces 
to follow our leaders intelligently? - 


“This is the challenge of the report — 


of the Rowell-Sirois Commission. _ It 
is not one that can. be deferred or 
evaded. By our actions in the next 
few months the character of Canadian 
citizenship will be tested. Our action 
in this regard will provide a measure 
of the quality of our democracy.”

Books and the War 


The war is having its effect upon 
the writing and.publishing of books. 
Over almost the whole of Europe, 
black night has fallen. Cultural life 
is at a standstill. If books are being 
written, they are not being published. 
The one magnificent exception is 
Britain, where publishers are making 
a gallant effort, under almost insuper- 
able difficulties, to keep going. London 
publishing plants have, so far, escaped 
serious damage, but shortage of paper 
is curtailing publishing,:and there are 
many delays. Naturally United States 
publishers have a distinct advantage, 
and their presses are turning out 
more and more books. 

The last war seemed to stimulate 
creative writing. It gave us Rupert 
Brooke, Siegfried Sassoon, Edmund 
Blunden, and many other poets and 
novelists of the first rank. 

This war seems to have paralyzed 
creative effort. It is totalitarian war, 
and its vast human tragedy deadens 
the imagination. It is a journalists’ 
war much more than the last one. 
Moreover, those who write now are 
seeking their inspiration in a remote 


past, in times which, though troubled; 


can be viewed with tranquility. Thom- 
as Mann’s latest novel, ‘‘The Beloved 
Returns’, makes Goethe’s lover its 
heroine. Hugh Walpole goes’ back 
to Elizabethan times for the plot, of 
“Bright Pavilions’’. 

One hopeful feature is that scores 
of Europe’s best writers are on Ameri- 
can soil, exiles from their homelands. 
It is not too much to hope that they 
will eventually make a rich cultural 
contribution to the life of this con-

War Books 


If the war has quenched creative 
work, it has not discouraged the 
journalist. A flood of books about the 
war, or dealing with war problems, 
Dec from the presses. They are not 
iterature, they may not live, but 
they often make fascinating reading 
and they record the tragedies of the 
hour. 

I am going to place first on my list 
a Canadian book by a Canadian 
author, John MacCormac’s Canada, 
America’s Problem (MacM. $3.25). 
This is a book every good Canadian 
should read. It is an easy book to 
read. It is written with passion, and 
poses forcefully those very problems 
which Canadians need to _ ponder: 
what are to be our relations with 
the United States? with South Am- 
erica? and the rest of the world? 
both now and after the war. 

Professor Edgar McelInnis of the 
University of Toronto has_ written 
a very useful little book in The War, 
First Year (Oxford Press $1.50). 

The collapse of France has produced 
a stream of explanatory volumes. The 
two best are by Frenchmen, The 
Tragedy of France by Andre Maurois 
(Harper $2.00), and The Seven Mys- 
teries of Europe by Jules Romains 
(Knopf $2.50). Both books have had 
serial publication. The latter is super 
journalism almost refined into litera- 
ture. Its author, Jules Romains, is 
France’s greatest living novelist and 
his fictional work, Men of Good Will, 
the longest if not the greatest novel 
ever written. It is still a work in 
progress. Both of these great French- 
men are now living in New York. . 

The Tragedy of Poland is well con- 
veyed in Polish profile by Princess 
Sapieha (Carrick $2.50), the American 
wife of a Polish landowner. This -is 
a fascinating book, describing vividly 
a backward feudal country, totally 
unprepared for the tornado of war. 

I Saw It Happen in Norway by 
Hambro (Ryerson $3.00), the Presi- 
dent of the Norwegian Parliament, 
does the same for Norway. 

Irmgard Litten’s Beyond Tears (Eng- 
lish title, A Mother Fights Hitler), 
(Alliance $2.75), is a notable book 
out of Germany, and describes the 
author’s brave but hopeless fight to 
save her son from Hitler’s Gestapo.. 
The author is now living in England. 

Noel Monk’s Squadrons Up (Put- 
nam $2.75) is the first book to describe 
the gallant exploits of young English 
pilots, in this war. 


A 20 Cent Book 


Lastly, I would like to reeommend 
two idealistic books. From Laski’s 
prolific pen comes Where Do We Go 
From Here? This is a Penguin 
Special and costs 20 cents. This is 
the one cheap book in my list. In it 
Laski sets forth cogently the demo- 
cratic revolution which he feels must 
take place, if we are to win the war. 

Anne Lindbergh has done a ver 
brave thing in writing her mue 
publicized Wave of the Future (Har- 
court $1.00), which you can read in 
half an hour. Her thesis, in brief, 
is that this war is a world revolution. 
Her book is beautifully written. 


Country Books 


Following closely upon the heels’ 
of that popular success The Horse 
and Buggy Doctor, a flock of ‘‘country”’ 
books have been appearing. The 
Country Lawyer by Partridge (McLeod 
$3.00) published a year ago was the 
genuine article, and possibly the best 
of the lot. Some of the more recent 
ones are ‘‘made to order’, but none- 
the-less nearly as good as the home- 
made. They are homely, salty, hum- 
orous books, which catch and preserve 
some of the flavor of an age that is 
passing.

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YOR some years now I have rec- 
k ommended books for you to buy 
as Christmas gifts for boys and 
girls. Many of them have been books 
published in the United States because 
they were excellent books and because 
they were more accessible to us. This 
year these books are just as beautiful 
and exciting as usual, and I have no 
wish to discriminate against them. 
But I think our American neighbors 
will understand if, in 1940, we buy 
books published in England. 
Head List by Children’s Classic 


This will cause no disappointment 
to our boys and girls. When we think 
of the literary heritage of childhood 
we think of Defoe, Stevenson, Lewis 
Carroll, Barrie, Kipling, de la Mare, 
and Milne. Books by these men of 
the British’ Isles head any list of 
children’s classics. They have been 
put at the head of the list by the 
children themselves, whose one test 
of a book is the enjoyment to be had 
in reading it. Children do not read 
book reviews, they know nothing of 
the snob appeal which makes an 
adult read a book because people are 
talking about it. But they do know 
what they like, and they are faithful 
to those writers who give it to them. 

English writers excel in the creation 
of books of the imagination. Perhaps 
we have been too occupied in the last 
few years with teaching children the 
practical things of life. It is possible 
that we have given them books on 
steam-shovels and engines and _ for- 
gotten that they may be poets who 
need to stretch their imaginations. 
We want them to grow into men anc 
women of action. But we must re- 
member too that, as Andre Maurois 
puts it, “Information is not culture. 
... The statistician cuts up a world 
and kills it, the poet moulds a world 
and gives it life. The great man of 
action resembles the poet much more 
closely than he does the 
pedist.”’ 

Brave People Creating Them 


In England today brave men and 
women are writing these books of 
imagination. They are writing them 
in spite of falling bombs. Publishers 
are overcoming almost insurmountable 
difficulties in producing them. Ships 
steal in convoy across the storyy 
Atlantic to bring then t> us. We 
buy these books for our children and 
back go the ships with food and the 
materials of war. 

Arthur Ransome is one of the most 
outstanding writers of children’s books 
in England today.. We introduced 
his books to the children of Calgary 
with some diffidence because geography 
makes these boys and girls land- 
lubbers, and Arthur Ransome’s books 
are all about sailing. But the spirit 
of Drake and Nelson.and of the men 
of the Jervis Bay lives even in Alberta 
and our boys and girls love these 
stories. This is what a boy wrote 
only the other day in the Calgary 
Public Library: ‘‘My favorite author 
is Ransome. I think he writes the 
most exciting stories. For instance, in 
‘Swallowdale’ he tells it just like it 
happened to you. Ransome’s book 
called ‘Swallows and Amazons’ is 
what I would consider the best book 
in, the Publie Library.’’ His newest 
book, ‘The Big Six’, is on its way 
across the Atlantic to us now.

World trade in wheat has been 
proceeding at a very low ratio, the 
total for the first 3-1/2 months of 
the crop year being 73 million bushels, 
which averages about 21 million 
bushels a month. At that rate the 
total for the year would be only 
252 million bushels. With the spread 
of the war in Europe and with in- 
creasing attacks on merchant shipping, 
it is difficult to see how this trade can 
be greatly accelerated. 

In the meantime supplies are piling 
up in Canada. Last week the total 
visible Canadian wheat reached. the 
figure of 464 million bushels, an in- 
crease of about six million over the 
previous week, and, another all-time 
record. 

Argentina has prospects of a pretty 
fair crop and a substantial exportable 
surplus. While the Australian crop

factured forms of natural silk (but not 
artificial silk) and all petroleum: pro- 
ducts. In regard to this list, the 
Minister said, “It is the intention 
gradually to reduce the amount of 
imports that will be permitted, and 
it is expected that the Canadian 
industries using the raw and semi- 
finished materials on this list will 
gradually have to adapt themselves 
to the use of domestic materials or 

materials from other sources.” 

The import duty on a number: of 
commodities from Britain has been 
reduced. British producers, the Min- 
ister pointed out, ‘have faced special 
obstacles in export markets in wartime 
because of the higher costs of produc- 
tion consequent upon air raid dangers 
and other conditions in Britain, and 
also because of the greatly increased 
shipping freights and insurance costs.” 
Not only will the reduction of tariffs 
aid Britain in a substantial way, but 
Canada will also be benefitted because 
Canada has plenty of sterling to pay 
for these imports. 


Free List for Some British Foods 


The commodities placed on the 
free list are: all cotton items, not 
already imported free; all artificial 
silk items; bituminous coal; jellies, 
jams and marmalade; furniture of all 
kinds and gloves and mitts and a 
number of miscellaneous items. Duties 
on the following items imported from 
Britain are reduced: pharmaceutical 
preparations, soap, earthenware, table 
cutlery, bicycles, electric motors, etc., 
rugs, carpets, dilcloth and linoleum. 

‘“‘These measures,” said the Minister, 
‘‘are measures for the conservation of 
exchange, but they have more than 
a monetary significance. By denying 
ourselves a wide range of imports and 
by these reductions and removals of 
duties on British goods, we once more 
say to Britain and to the world that 
we are with her and that we have faith 
in her ultimate success.” 

At the moment of writing, adjourn- 
ment of Parliament draws near. The 
session ‘will be resumed on February 
17th, after the Dominion-Provincial 
conference has met and discussed the 
Sirois report. 


Britain’s Position More Favorable 


It has been a quiet session, and 
that quietness has of course been 
caused by the shadows of the war. 
Answering a request by the leader 
of the Conservative opposition the 
Prime Minister reviewed the war 
situation. It was more favorable, he 
said, than when France collapsed and 
at any time since then. Long, hard 
and terrible days of struggle lie before 
the British Commonwealth. ‘The 
situation,” he said, “is bound to 
become increasingly serious as warfare 
spreads to new seas and shores and as 
mutual destruction continues, as it 
most certainly will, with ever increas- 
ing fury... . 

“No one can say that the world 
even now may not be heading for 
Armageddon. The one thing. that, 
under the Providence of God, may 
save the world this supreme tragedy, 
is the might of Britain, strengthened, 


supported and sustained by the power

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CENTRAL ALBERTA DAIRY POOL SECTION (Continued from page 3) 


omic system. He sees clearly and is 

emphasizing the fact that you will 

never have a contented \country where 
one-third of the population receives 
less than one-sixth of the National 

Income. 

Perhaps he saw Capital fully organ- 
ized, economic giants buying raw 
material from primary’ producers and 
selling to consumers, and with their 
tremendous bargaining power, taking 
the lion’s. share, thus throwing the 
whole of. our economic machinery 
out of balance, destroying the people’s 
purchasing power, the deficiency of 
which is the main cause of unemploy- 
ment. 

Must Take Share of Blame 


In any case, we, the rank and file 
of the people, must take our share 
of the blame, for we have handed to 
these captains’ of industry and finance 
the power they now hold. _ Dr. M. M. 
Coady, of Antigonish, Nova Scotia, 
head of that now famous program of 
co-operative education and action of 
the St. Francis Xavier Movement in 
Nova Scotia, terms this 
default of the people. He says that 
if the masses of the people have in 
a sense become slaves, it is because 
they have not taken the steps or 
expended the effort necessary to 
control and direct our business enter- 
prises. He tells in his admirable book 
““Masters of Their Own Destiny’, 
how the majority of the people have 
handed over the marketing of their 
products, the distribution of goods, 
the handling of our financial institu- 
tions to a few people who were willing 
to take on the job. . 

He believes that people can and 
must become masters of their own 
destiny, and they will do so only when 
they rebuild their communities by 
establishing agencies and services which 


-gerve their wants and which are owned 


and operated by themselves. By doing 
so, says Dr. Coady, they will save 
money, and this is something. But

Velvet Molasses Candy: Cook 1 
cup molasses with 1-1/2 cups sugar, 
1/2 cup water and 1-1/2 tablespoons 
vinegar in a heavy pan, stirring con- 
stantly; when it boils, add 1/4 tea- 
spoon cream of tartar; boil until it is 
brittle when tried in cold water. Add 
4 tablespoons melted butter and a 
small pinch of soda; pour into buttered 
pan; when cool enough to handle, 
pull until light colored, adding 1 
teaspoon vanilla, 1/2 teaspoon lemon 
or a few drops of peppermint flavoring; 
cut in small pieces. 

Apples, polished and shining, look 
well hanging on a Christmas tree; 
they can be suspended by string run 
through the core,on a strong darning 
needle. And they are always decor- 
ative on the table or sideboard, in a 
low bowl or basket. Delicious to eat, 
too, they have the third great virtue 
of providing essential minerals and 
vitamins. They are rich in Vitamin A 
—especially McIntosh, Winesaps and 
Yellow Newtons. Vitamin A_ builds 
up resistance to nose and throat infec- 
tions. Canadian apples, particularly 
Yellow Newtons and Spitzenbergs, 
also have a high content of Vitamin C, 
needed for keeping teeth and bones 


healthy. 
Dry Cure for Pork: For each 100 


-Ibs.. of meat, mix thoroughly 8 lbs. 


salt, 2 lbs. brown sugar, and 3 ounces 
saltpetre. Wash the pieces of meat 
well, and while still moist, rub well 
with the salt mixture, forcing a little 
around bones. (It is better to remove 
bones from larger hams). Leave the 
meat spread out on a table, in a cool 
room. In from 7 to 10 days, rub 
again with the salt mixture; this 
second rubbing should use all the 
mixture. Leave in cool room as before; 
bacon requires from 10 to 14 days, 
hams 2 to 3 days per pound. Then 
apply Liquid Smoke, and allow to 
season 30 to 60 days for hams, 15 days 
for bacon.

Estimating Bin Contents 


Description of the method of finding 
out the number of bushels of grain 
in a granary or bin is given by Dr. 
K. W. Neatby, director of the Agri- 
cultural Department of the North- 
West Grain Dealers’ Association, as 
follows: 

First find cubical contents of bin. 
For square or rectangular bins, multi- 
ly the length in feet by the width 
- the depth, this giving the number 
of cubic feet. For round bins, multiply 
the radius by the radius by 3.14 and 
multiply this by the depth (the radius 
is one-half the diameter). 

For example,. suppose our bin is 
8x16 and the grain is 6 feet deep, 
then: 

' §x16x6=768 cubic feet. 

Then if we have a round bin 16 feet 
in diameter (radius 8 feet) with the 
grain 7 feet deep: 

8x8x3.14x7 =1,406.72 cubic feet. 

In order to convert cubic feet to 
measured bushels, it is only necessary 
to multiply by 0.8.
